Re 
preaentatlves of grain producing lU' 
terests on the committee have con- 
tended for a high price because of the 
short crop, arguing that aince con- 1 
gresB has fixed an arbitrary price of , 
12 for next year'B yield, with every 
proepeet of Inereased aeraago, thisj 
year's crop la worth, a moeh higher j 
figure. I 
It Is generally predicted the price 
will be between $2 and $2.30.

Fully Tu Accept I'eace Until Goal Is 
GaiBOd, Wllwn Telia PontiB. 

Washington, August 28— President 
Wilson has rejected the Pope's peace 
proposala. 

In a note dispatched last niKlit and 
made puhlie iiere toniulit. Ilio Presi- 
dent says that while every heart not 
blinded ami hardened Ijy Ihi' terrl- 
hle war must be touched by the mov- 
ing appeal of His Holiness, It would 
be folly to take the path of peace he 
pointa out if) It doea not in fact lead 
to the goal he proposes. 

To deal with such a. power as the 
present rulers of Germany upon Pope 
Denedlct's plan, declares the Presi- 
dent, would Involve a recuperation of 
the strength and renewal of the world 
deiniualioii ol that power, now balked 
hut not (lel'eated after sweeping a con- 
titicnt with the hlood of innocent wo- 
men and children aiui the helpless 
lioor as well as solillers. 

I'ernianent peace must be baaed up- 
on the faith of all the peoples and up

He must know his gun so well that ho 
can not only play his own part but, 
if necessary, can take the place of 
any of his comrades.

Similar to the artillery In many re- 
speota are the machine-gun troops. 
Maohtne guns shoot a steady stream 
of bullets and have gre^it value 
against an attack from the front. They 
may also be readily carried forward 
by attacking troops and used with 
great effect against the defenders of 
a position. 

"A skirmish line can not advanoe by 
walking 6r running when hostile ma- 
chine guns have the correct range and 
are ready to fire. Machine-gun lire is 
not especially etfectlvc against troops 
lying on the ground or crow ling. 
When opposed by machine gun, with- 
out artillery to destroy them infantry 
itself must stienee them before it can 
advance. Concealment and patient 
waiting for critical momenta and ex- 
ceptional opportunities are the speeiai 
characteristics of the maohine-guii 
service In decisive actions." (infan- 
try Drill Regulations, pars.

"The Oerman imperial government 
desires to maintain cordial relations 
with Argentina, and, to prove with 
' facts its friendly sentiment, lias de 
elded after a new Investigation ot the 
Toro vHM'. to indemnify the Argentine 
government. 

"The imperial (lerinan Kovcrnrnont 
declares at the same time that the 
freedom of the seas, In which Argen- 
tine shipping would share, forma one 
of the objects of this war. As a con 
sequence of the illegal acts of its 
enemies the liberty of action of the 
Imperial German government Is limit 
ed, but it willingly acknowledges the 
dictates of international law and will 
endeavor to observe them. 

"The naval forces of llic (leriuan 
empire have received orders and in- 
structiona in agreement with this 
viewpoint and the Imperial German 
government is convinced that after 
these declarations no incident will oc- 
cur to disturb the friendly relations 
between Germany and Argentina.

in tile present month, General 
Kornlloir, said soldiers had killed four 
I'oglniental commanders and other of- 
ficers and ceased theae outrages only 
when they wore threatened with be- 
ing shot. Quite recently one of the 
regiments 'of Siberian Rifles, which 
had fought so splendidly at the be- 
ginning of the revolution, abandoned 
ll.s p(]siiloiiH on tlie Kiga front. Noth- 
inn exeeiit un order to exterminate 
tlie entire regiment availed to cause 
it to return to its positions. 

"Thus we are implacably fighting 
anarachy in the army," the command- 
er continued. "Undoubtedly It Anal- 
ly will be repreised, but the danger of 
fresh debacles is weighting constantly 
(in the country. 

"The situation on the front Is bad, 
\Vi> have lost tlie whole of Galicia, 
tile whole of llukowina and all the 
fruiLs of our recent victories. At 
several points the enemy has crossed 
our frontier and Is threatening our 
fertile southern provincea. He it en- 
deavoring to destroy the Rumanian 
army and la knocking at the gates 
of Riga. If our army does not hold 
the shore of the Gulf of Riga the road 
to I'etrograd will he opened wide. 

"The old regiiiio heiiuealliiMl to 
Russia an army which, des|iite all 
llie defects in its organization, never- 
theless was animated by a lighting 
spirit and was ready for aaoriflcea. 
The whole aeriea of meaaurea taken 
by those who are completely foreign 
to the spirit and needs of the army 
has transformed it into collection of 
individual groups which have lost all 
.sense of duty and only tremble for 
tlieir own personal safety. 

"If Russia wislies to be saved the 
army must be reneiieraled at any cost. 
We must immediately take measuros 
such as I have refrred to, which have 
been approved in their entirety by the 
acting minister of war." 

General Korniloff then outlined the 
most important of these measures, in 
addition to restoration of the death 
lienalty, wliioh are: First, restora- 
tion of (liscii)liiie ill tlie army liy the 
trengtlieiiing of the authority of of- 
llcers: .-ieeijiid, iiiiiiroveniont of the 
liiiancial position of otlicers, who 
have been in a very difficult position 
in the recent inilitary operations: 
tliird. restriction of the functions of 
reuimeiital committees, which, al- 
ough managing economic affairs of 
the regiments, must not be perinit- 
leil to liave any part In decisions re- 
-■anliiiK military operations or the 
iipiioiniuient of leaders. 

Gen. Korniloff and I'remler Ko- 
reiisky were loudly cheered by the 
(lelegates They oheerd for Russia, 
the revolutionary government and the 
army. 

Vladimir Naboukoff, a prominent 
riocial Democrat, speaking In the 
name of the first Duma, declared the 
country aimed at the estahlisliinent 
St l ong and indi'pendent power, 
iiiiiiilluenced by political parties; a 
iiower which, based on democratic 
principles, would establish obedi- 
ence to the law, civil liberty and per- 
sonal security. The apeaker empha- 
sized the absolute necessity of the 
independency of the high command 
of the army from every private in- 
finence. 

.M. .N'alioiikoff said tlio members of 
the first Duma repudiated with in 
dignatlon all thoughts of a separate 
peace and that if they were to have 
peace they did not desire it to be 
the result of Oerman victory, but the 
consequence of the triumph of Rus- 
la and her allies. M. Alexlnsky made 
a similar declaration on behalf ot the 
second Duma.
